of neighboring buildings 

Unlike its neighbors, the 
100-year-old County Court- 
house building and the new 
Justice Center, which suffered 
extensive damage from the 
March 2 tornado, the Morgan 
County Historical Museum and 
Geneological Library, located 
in the former WPA -built county 
jail, suffered little from the 
twister's fury. 

"We have had a lot of inqui- 
ries since the March 2 tornado 
about the museum," said Tony 
Adkins, the museum's curator. 

"We had three windows bro- 
ken out and a roof vent torn off 
by the tornado, and the building 



had quite a bit of dirt and small 
debris that entered through the 
windows," Adkins said, "but 
all the pictures, exhibits, arti- 
factss and the library are safe 
and intact." 

"Because of the damage 
to surrounding buildings and 
cleanup and repair work un- 
derway around them, we are 
not sure when the area around 
the building will be safe enough 
for us to reopen," said Adkins, 
"but we will have a cleanup 
day as soon as it's safe for our 
members to be in and around 
the building." 

Adkins said the library board 
wishes to thank everyone for 
their concern and support. 

A date for reopening the 
museum to the public will be be 
announced later, he said. 
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These blocks will be used to rebuild Freezer Fresh, which was 
completely destroyed by the March 2 tornado. Owner Janet Frank- 
lin said citizens are looking forward to the return of the drive-thru, 
which will be open for business in the coming weeks.

The March 2 tornado left 
few landmarks untouched 
in downtown West Liberty, 
and McKenzie's Pool Room 
at 484 Main St. was no ex- 
ception. 

The building where pool 
room owner Donnie McKen- 
zie, 72, has served his famed 
fish sandwiches since 1979 
was destroyed as he took 
cover under a pool table. 

"I honestly didn't think the 
tornado would hit," McKen- 
zie said. "But there were six 
of us in the building when 
Jon Brown pulled me under 
the table and covered me 
with his body. We just crawled on out after it was over." 

McKenzie saw in the aftermath that his business was reduced to rubble, but he soon began 
making plans to go back to work. 

"I've been in this business for 53 years," McKenzie said. "After that long, it is natural to want 
to come back. I didn't want to just sit at the house when I could keep working." 

McKenzie went back to work in early April after a group of concerned citizens - including 
City Councilwoman Belinda Jordan and former Property Valuation Administrator Darrell Brad- 
ley - acquired a mobile unit where the local youth advocate began feeding the public on the 
same lot once again. 

"I saw Donnie on the street a few days after the tornado," Jordan said. "I gave him my word 
that I would help him get back in business. He is a pillar of our community - especially for our 
kids - and so many people are glad to see him frying fish again." 

That sentiment is reflected in the increased volume of customers McKenzie and his part-time 
employees have served since their return. 

"Business has been good," McKenzie said. "I see many different people now - more strang- 
ers than I have ever seen in my life. I love being able to see everyone." 

Despite his new facility, McKenzie's menu has retained all the traditional favorites. 

"Everything is the same," McKenzie said. "We still have fish sandwiches, cheeseburgers, 
etc., just like before. We also serve breakfast items in the mornings." 

McKenzie - who hopes to eventually secure a permanent location for his business - ex- 
pressed his gratitude to the public for its support of his establishment. 

"I'd like to thank everyone for being so helpful to me," McKenzie said. "It makes me feel good 
knowing that so many people support me. It has been great."

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Old fashion memories 

Grandson recalls life at 
Grandma Bailey's home

I've written several articles 
about my family, but one comes 
to mind that I haven't written 
about, so this writing will be 
about my dear grandmother, 
Thelma Brewer Bailey. 

Raised on Stillwater, in Wolfe 
County, Grandma Thelma was a 
daughter of Millard and Mary 
Alice Brewer. She was a very 
young girl when she met my 
grandpa, Herbert Bailey, whom 
she eventually married. They 
met while grandpa was carrying 
the mail by mule back on his 
mail route in the Stillwater area. 
She was riding a horse. There 
were very few vehicles in this 
area that far back, so most ev- 
eryone rode horses or mules, or 
traveled in horse drawn wagons 
wherever they went. 

They married and moved 
to grandpa's farm at Kellacey. 
Their home liked one tenth of 
a mile being one mile off the 
blacktop. There wasn't a road 
good enough to drive a vehicle 
up to their house. They traveled 
in and out by horseback or horse 
drawn sled, or walked. 

The home had wood floors 
in all rooms except the kitchen, 
and it had a dirt floor. Grand- 
pa and grandma worked hard 
growing corn below the cliffs on 
their farm. Their hogs sheltered 
in the rock cliffs and sometimes 
they painted marks on their pigs 
to identify them by because they 
ran loose during the spring and 
summer months before they 
were butchered in the fall. 

Grandpa cut hay and loaded 
it onto a horse drawn wagon 
with a pitch fork and stacked it 
in an old fashion hay stack. 

Eventually they purchased 
a farm that joined theirs and 
moved out of the holler to a 
home closer to blacktop roads. 
When I was a young boy I re- 
member going to their home. 
They had an old fashion pot- 
belly coal stove that heated their 
home. At night you could see 
your breath because it was so 
cold. Grandma's feather beds 
were covered with three or four 
heavy, tacked quilts that kept 
you warm. The heavy quilts 
made it almost impossible to 
turn over! 

Grandma's day started early. 
When I would wake up about 
daylight she would already be 
up and in the kitchen cook- 
ing breakfast. She cooked on 
a wood cook stove with cast 
iron skillets. The stove had a 
warming oven on top where she 
kept her biscuits warm until she 
could get everything else ready 
to eat. 

Her breakfasts consisted of 
fresh country eggs, hog meat, 
fresh cow's milk, homemade 
syrup, molasses, butter, jelly

and jams that she had made. 

She churned her own butter, 
rendered lard, made banner lye 
soap for her laundry and other 
cleaning needs. She used to 
catch rain water so she could 
was clothes on her Maytagh 
wringer washing machine. In 
the evenings she devoted her 
time to making tacked quilts and 
other quilts to keep her family 
warm. She plucked chickens 
and saved the feathers to make 
feather beds and pillows. 

When you ate supper at her 
table roast was often served. It 
wasn't a roast bought from the 
store. It would be baked ground- 
hog, coon, or opossum prepared 
with pepper and sage, and baked 
sweet potatoes or potatoes and 
carrots. Lots of people don't 
understand cooking fresh, wild 
meat , but grandma knew exactly 
how it was done. Her meals 
were a treat. 

I can remember going to her 
house at Christmas time when I 
was a boy and she would give us 
old fashion stick candy. Around 
Christmas time we would have 
honey, sugar, and salt cured 
ham that grandpa cured in his 
smokehouse. 

I can still remember sitting 
on my grandparents' porch in 
the late summer evenings and 
smelling the pines, listening to 
the bob whites, and watching 
the lightening bugs, and occa- 
sionally seeing fox fire when the 
weather was right, as grandma 
reminisced about her childhood 
days. 

Then came the time when 
grandma got sick. She was taken 
to the West Liberty Hospital that 
sat on the corner where Bank 
of the Mountains is located 
today. They doctored her for 
gallstones. Eventually she was 
taken to U.K., in Lexington, 
where they operated on her 
and found cancer. She returned 
home with six month to live. I 
was 12 years old when she died 
at age 55. 

I miss the times I spent with 
my dear grandparents, Herbert 
and Thelma Brewer Bailey. 
They were the last of my pio- 
neer ancestry.

Steering Clear 
of Lyme Disease 

The woods you hike in this summer may be lovely, dark and 
remote, but one of the most fearsome creatures you'll encoun- 
ter, depending on where you walk, is a very small creature, a 
blacklegged tick. 

These ticks pick up bacteria CBorrelia burgdorferi) 
when they bite deer or mice that are infected with Lyme dis- 
ease. By clinging to your body or clothing as you walk past, 
they can then pass the bacterial infection to you. 

Black legged ticks are so tiny that you might need 
a magnifying glass to see them. And you're unlikely to feel 
their bites since they secrete a substance that keeps you from 
feeling any itch or pain. Not every black legged tick has Lyme 
disease and not every bite by an infected tick will transmit 
Lyme disease to you. In most cases, the tick must remain on 
your body for 24 to 36 hours before the disease is transmitted. 

The early signs and symptoms of Lyme disease are 
likely to start showing up several days or even weeks after 
you were bitten. The most well known sign is a red, circular 
rash-known as erythema lnigrans-that forms around the area 
of the bite. This is sometimes referred to as a "bull's eye rash" 
because a gradually enlarging clear area appears around the 
red, raised point in the center, site of the tick bite. The rash 
is not particularly painful or itchy. Like the bite itself, it may 
go unnoticed. Common sites are the thighs, groin, trunk and 
armpits. 

From ZO to 30 percent of patients never get a rash 
but develop flu-like symptoms such as chills, fever, headache, 
muscle pain, stiff neck, lightheadedness and generalized itch- 
ing. 



Left untreated, the infection can spread to the brain, 
heart and joints, causing a number of more serious symptoms 
that are likely to come and go. These include Bell's palsy (loss 
of control over muscles on one or both sides of the face); se- 
vere headaches and stiff neck due to inflammation of the spi- 
nal cord; pain and swelling in the knees or other large joints; 
heart palpitations and rhythm abnormalities. Cindy Crager,

Most of the symptoms of Lyme disease occur with 
other diseases as well. To establish a diagnosis, a doctor relies 
not only on symptoms but a history of possible exposure and 
blood tests to determine if the patient has antibodies. 

Only black legged ticks transmit the bacteria that 
cause Lyme disease, and these ticks are prevalent mainly in 
three areas of the United States: x) the northeastern mid-At- 
lantic from Virginia to Maine; z) north central United States, 
primarily Wisconsin, Minnesota, a few northern counties of 
Illinois and some western counties of Michigan; and 3) the Pa- 
cific coast, mainly northern California. Confirmed cases 
nearly always can be traced back to travel in one of these 
three areas. Transmission is most likely during the months of 
May, June and July. 

If you're a hiker, gardener or have an outdoor job in 
an area where black legged ticks are prevalent, you should try 
to protect yourself by walking near the center of trails and 
avoiding overgrown grass, brush and dead leaves. Keep your 
legs and arms covered, and use ZO percent concentration DEET 
insect repellant on your clothes and any areas of exposed skin. 
Permethrin, which kills ticks on contact, can also be applied 
to clothes, tents and camping gear. 

Probably your most important preventive measures 
are l) to bathe or shower soon after coming inside and z) to 
check your body carefully every time you come in, even from 
your own yard. Ticks found and removed from your body 
within the first Z4 hours will most likely not transmit the 
disease to you.. 

Ticks are tiny. If you find one, simply remove it with 
tweezers. Grasp the tick firmly as close to the skin as possible 
and pull the tick's body straight back with a steady motion. 

Having a tick bite is not necessarily an indication that 
any treatment is needed, but the person should be watched 
closely for 30 days. Once a diagnosis is confirmed, early 
treatment is beneficial to head off serious long-term 
complications . 

Treatment involves a two- to three-week course of 
antibiotics, and it can be curative. About 30 percent of pa- 
tients, however, continue to have symptoms such as fatigue, 
joint pain and memory and concentration problems-some- 
times severe. 

In some cases, the symptoms may be lingering effects 
of Lyme disease complications. In other cases, doctors say, they 
may represent another illness such as osteoarthritis, rheuma- 
toid arthritis, fibromyalgia or chronic fatigue syndrome. 
There is little evidence that these symptoms can be relieved 
through long-term antibiotic treatment. And there is substan- 
tial evidence of potential adverse effects from such treatment.

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Historic West Liberty Christian Church moves ahead 



Demolished by the March 
2, 2012, tornado that destroyed 
much of West Liberty, the Chris- 
tian Church on Prestonsburg 
Street had a long history. 

Barely three months after 
the disaster, its congregation 
is forging ahead with plans to 
build a new church in the same 
location. Pastor Paul Casteel said 
that while it would be financially 
impossible to replace the Gothic 
structure that had been a fixture 
at the corner of Prestonsburg 
and Broadway streets for over a 
century, its successor will be an 
attractive, fully functional house 
of worship that will continue 
the church's long tradition of 
service to its members and the 
community. Its illustrious history, 
recounted by Courier Historical 
Columnist Joe Nickell, follows: 

Listed on the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places for its 
one-hundredth birthday in 2010, 
it directly descended from the 
first church in West Liberty, 
originally a Disciples of Christ 
denomination. 

Although the first church in 
the region (founded years before 
Morgan became a county in 

1823) was the Old South Fork 
Baptist Church) founded 1808) 
at Malone, the next churches 
were Disciples of Christ, a Prot- 
estant congregation founded by 
Andrew Campbell (1788-1811) 
that stressed Christian unity. One 
was established at White Oak 
in 1832 by mountain evangelist 
"Preacher Joe" Nickell (192- 

1824) , and another followed at 
Grassy Creek the next year. 

A Disciples of Christ congre- 
gation was organized in West 
Liberty in 1854, reportedly by 
a "Dr. Dillon" (presumably a 
prominent Disciples official). 
However there was no church 
building in West Liberty for any 
denomination — with both the 
Christian and Methodist churches 
holding services in the court 
house — until three decades later. 

West Liberty's First 
Church 

In the early 1880s, work be- 
gan on a Disciples church in 
West Liberty. A prominent citizen 
named Henry Clay Turner, who 
in 1 880 built a large brick home 
on the northwest corner of Pres- 
tonsburg Street and Broadway, 
was persuaded by Mrs. B.F. 
Carter (wife of a local physician) 
to provide land for the building. 
The property — located on the 
southeast corner of the same

intersection — was Mr. Turner's 
barn lot (which land records 
refer to as his "stable" property). 
At Mrs. Carter's request, Turner 
tore down his barn and gave the 
lumber and land to the Disciples 
congregation. (The transfer was 
made on June 23, 1883, by deed 
of H.C. Turner to the Christian 
Church, recorded in Morgan 
County deed book 8.) It has not 
escaped notice that the church's 
having been made from a barn 
represents ironic symbolism — a 
link with the Jesus-in-the-manger 
narrative of Luke 2: 1-20 (Nickell 
2010). 

Work on this first rustic cha- 
pel — the first of any denomi- 
nation in West Liberty — soon 
began. The frame, bell-towered 
building — 38 by 59 feet — was 
built on stone pillars. It consisted 
of a large auditorium (sanctuary) 
entered by either of two doors 
that led from the vestibule to 
an aisle. Much of the construc- 
tion work was done by I)saac) 
N(ewton) Phipps together with 
members of "the Wells clan," 
direct descendants of Morgan 
County's founder, Edmund Wells 
{1777-1846] himself built the 
town's first tavern and mill, as 
well as the county's first court- 
house and jail.) Judge Edward C. 



O'Rear would later characterize 
this church as a "quite service- 
able" frame building. 

Church furnishings included a 
pulpit, fashioned by Ned Wells — 
a local artisan and grandson of 
Edmund Wells. The Woman's 
Missionary Society donated a 
cherry communion table, graced 
with a communion set that was a 
gift of former Confederate army 
Captain W. T. Havens. A Bible 
was donated, reportedly a gift of 
a Miss Belle Filson. 

The church's first minister 
may have been an Elder J.M. 
Downing. The late Florence 
McGuire called a "Brother Short" 
and a "Brother Johnson" who 
pastored there about the turn 
of the last century. She said of 
the latter, "He was a Method- 
ist preacher without a church 
and we were a church without 
a preacher so we combined." 
(This may refer to the fact that a 
later frame, steepled Methodist 
Church — built on land acquired 
January 31, 1884, and depicted 
in a 1905 photo of West Lib- 
erty — perished in the great Main 
Street fire of 1911. From about 
1906-1907, Rev. H.J. Derthick 
served as a part-time preacher. 
He was succeeded in 1908 by J. 
Wesley Hatcher who, as resident

pastor, helped plan the building 
of a new church. 

Rebuilding In 1910 

The Disciples church made 
of bam lumber lasted a quarter 
of a century, then gave way to a 
new church. In 1909 a corpora- 
tion was formed by five trustees 
for the purpose of building a 
new, larger church. On April 7 
an additional parcel of land was 
acquired. The old structure hav- 
ing been torn down by this date, 
a basement was dug for the new 
church. 

Cost was an issue, and the 
minister. Rev. J. Wesley Hatcher, 
suggested that using brick ve- 
neer instead of standard brick 
construction would save money 
(cutting the number of bricks 
used in half). This was approved 
by the congregation and so the 
church became the first such 
brick veneer building in the town. 
The clay for the bricks was ob- 
tained from a site across the street 
from the church. The Christian 
Church's brickmakers, who were 
also the bricklayers, were Saul 
Gross and his sons. Bill and Saul. 

Another cost-effective ele- 
ment was the use of native stone 
for the basement foundation. The 
stones were cut from a quarry 
located just south of town, across 
Licking River, and were hauled 
to the church site by wagon. As 
soon as the basement was com- 
pleted, services were held there 
until the remainder of the church 
was completed. 

Still another economy mea- 
sure was used. A photo of the 
partially completed structure, 
before the bricks were added, 
shows wide dark, rough, uneven 
planks like those from the previ- 
ous church which in turn came 
from Henry Clay Turner's barn. 
Tradition confirms that this is 
indeed what happened, providing 
a clear and direct link to the first 
church in West Liberty. Another 



link stems from the fact that the 
builders were another generation 
of "the Wells clan." Foremen for 
the church construction project 
were Abe Smith and Tom Daniels 
who ran a planning north of town. 

The Finished Church 

The completed two-story rect- 
angular church — about 40 by 70 
feet — was then second only to 
the new (1907) court house as the 
most imposing building in West 
Liberty. With its gabled ends to 
the eat and west, the church faced 
north on Prestonsburg Street. 
The long front featured a pair of 
prominent gables surmounting 
large stained=glass windows. To 
the right, the main double dolors 
opened onto the vestibule in the 
base of the bell tower, which had 
an open top (allowing a view 
of the bell) capped by a steeply 
pitched roof. The vestibule led 
into the right-hand (or western) 
portion of the interior, a high, 
vaulted sanctuary illuminated 
on three sides by large stained- 
glass windows; the one facing 
south depicting Jesus praying in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, that 
looking onto Broadway Street 
portraying Christ as the Good 
Shepherd holding a lamb, and the 
one facing Prestonsburg Street 
being non-pictorial. These were 
supplied by donors (the Wom- 
ack, Phillips, and Blair families, 
respectively) at a reported cost of 
$500 each — then a considerable 
sum. The eastern interior wall had 
a small door that provided access 
to the remainder of the building 
and large, folding doors, together 
with a section of wall that could 
be raised, providing access to an 
antechamber for use by overflow 
crowds. 

The remaining (eastern) por- 
tion of the church represented the 
educational section of the build- 
ing, containing classrooms and 
a small minister's study. Some 
of the furnishings of the first 



church — along with the original 
bell — were restored to the new 
building. 

The church was dedicated 
on Sunday, September 4, 1910, 
with Pastor J Wesley Hatcher 
presiding. Guest speaker at the 
ceremony was R.H. Crossfield, 
president of Transylvania Col- 
lege in Lexington. The Licking 
Valley Courier stated in 1911 that 
it was church trustee Clay Wade 
Womack, to whom "more than 
any other man, the credit for the 
building of the magnificent new 
church belongs ..." 

In 1945, the church acquired 
an internal baptistry, the first 
such in West Liberty. It was then 
located in the sanctuary in an al- 
cove behind the dais, containing 
a tank for the water and a back- 
ground oil painting of John the 
Baptist baptizing Jesus, painted 
by Harriet "Hattie" Cole Baldwin 
(1877-1968). 

Tradition To Continue 

Like any church, which gives 
"placeness" to a congregation, the 
West Liberty Christian Church 
served not only as a meeting- 
house and a house of worship, 
but it was central to the baptisms, 
weddings, funerals and other rites 
of passage of its members. More- 
over, it was extensively involved 
in all manner of secular (or 
largely so) community-service 
activities. One of its great assets 
was its large full basement — 
called Fellowship Hall — which 
made it ideal for many purposes. 

Surely no church in Morgan 
County did more to serve — not 
only its own members, but, with- 
out reservation, the citizenry at 
large. When it is rebuilt it will 
continue this long tradition.

Romans 6:23 For the wages 
of sin is death; but the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

The message this week came 
from Matthew 20:1-16, where 
Jesus tells us the parable of the 
laborers in the vineyard.

So when the 
laborers that was hired first saw 
that, they thought they would 
receive more but just received a 
penny just as they agreed upon. 

Now in today's world if that 
happen to us we might have the 
same reaction as these had and 
murmur against the one who 
hired us. But applying this par- 
able spiritually we don't have an 
argument at all today. 

Jesus has promised us a 
home in heaven as our pay day 
for working for him. When I 
compare myself with the dis- 
ciples, the apostle Paul, or the 
early Christians and what they 
endured for the cause of Christ, 
should Jesus give to me what 
He gives to them? Jesus said to 
lay up treasures in heaven and I 
do think there might be differ- 
ent rewards but making heaven 
my eternal home is what we are 
seeking for. 

Paul said it was like running 
a race. There was a story this 
week about a marathon runner 
in Ohio named Meghan Vogel 
from West Liberty- Salem, Ohio. 
She ran in the 1 600 meter race 
and won and then entered in the 
3200 meter race. She was run- 
ning last and came upon Arden 
McMath, a competitor, who was 
having trouble. Arden had fell 
a few times and was struggling 
to make it to the finish line.

Emergency Conservation 
Program (ECP) administered by 
the Farm Service Agency (FSA)

• will be so costly to rehabili- 
tate that Federal assistance is or 
will be needed to return the land 
to productive agricultural use 

• is unusual and is not the 
type that would recur frequently 
int he same area 

• affect the productive capac- 
ity of the farmland 

• will impair or endanger 
the land. 

A producer qualifying for 
ECP assistance may receive 
cost-share levels not to exceed 
75 percent of the eligible cost 
of restoration measures. No 
producer is eligible for more 
than $200,000 cost sharing per 
natural diosaster occurrence. 
The following types of mea- 
sures may be eligible: 

• removing debris from farm- 
land 

• restoring permanent fences 

• restoring conservation 
structures and other similar 
installations.

Bailey family of Kellacey traces 
back to Native Americans

Words can't describe how 
much I owe my dad, Vernon 
Edward Bailey, for all he taught 
me about life. 

He was a son of the late Her- 
bert and Thelma Brewer Bailey, 
who lived at Kellacey. 

There's a lot of people that 
don't know about dad and his 
family. They had a lot of In- 
dian in them. Dad was a quar- 
ter white. His dad, Herbert's 
mother, Eliza Nickell, was a 
full stock Cherokee Indian. 
There was also Indian on the 
Bailey side. 

Dad's mom, Thelma Brewer 
Bailey, had Indian blood that 
came through her side of the 
family three ways. Her mom, 
Mary Alice Oldfield Nickell, 
was a Cheyenne. Her dad, Mil- 
lard Brewer, was half Crow and 
half Cherokee. 

Dad taught me about my 
ancestery and where I was, and 
of the old way. When I was a 
young boy he used to take me to 
the auction house at Post Town, 
Ohio, that Denzil Goodpaster's 
daughter and son-in-law used to 
run. I learned about antiques and 
their value there. He also took 
me to Shonney's Flea Market, 
in Carlisle, Ohio. Here he taught 
me how to buy and sell, and 
trade knives and the value of 
them. I have been trading knives 
since I was ten years old. Shon- 
ney's used to have a gun auction 
every Saturday night and dad 
used to take me to it. Here I 
learned the value of guns, how 
to buy and sell and trade them. 
I have been gun trading since I 
was 12 year old.

Dad also had rental property 
at Carlisle, Ohio. He taught me 
the value of real estate and 
rental property, and what it's 
like to have lenty and what it's 
like to have nothing, and how to 
live off the land and still make it. 

I also learn the value of the 
gold and silver market by going 
to auction houses with him. He 
also taught one about stocks and 
bonds by going to banks and 
loan companies. 

I learned through dad about 
horses, hunting, fishing. Most 
of all about coon hunting, coon 
dogs, and foxhounds. 

It it wasn't for my dad, Ver- 
non, I wouldn't know nothing 
about the value of anything or 
nothing about life. Most people 
that have children don't try to 
show or teach them anything 
about life. They let them learn 
on their own. 

I thank God for my dad for 
taking time to show me the 
value of things and teaching me 
everything that he did.

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Socially-disadvantaged farmers as 
voting members of Co. Committees 



WASHINGTON, June 4, 
2012 — Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack announced today 
that he intends to appoint voting 
members from socially disad- 
vantaged (SDA) communities 
to serve on county committees 
in county jurisdictions that 
lack fair SDA representation. 
USDA's Farm Service Agency 
(FSA), which works collabora- 
tively with county committees, 
published an interim rule today 
in the Federal Register that is 
open for public comment for 
60 days. 

County committees have 
served as a direct link between 
the farm community and USDA 
for more than 75 years, helping 
to deliver FSA farm programs at 
the local level. Eligible farmers 
serving on committees provide 
feedback to USDA on the types 
of FSA agricultural programs 
that best serve the needs of local 
producers. 

"As we continue to build 
a USDA that is responsive to 
the needs of an evolving, 21st 
century agricultural economy, 
we must ensure a strong and 
sustainable future for these 
important committees," said 
Vilsack. "Appointing new vot- 
ing members to committees that 
lack representation will help 
ensure that county committees 
continue to play a vital and 
relevant role in delivering im- 
portant federal farm programs 
to citizens of rural communities 
across our nation." 

County committees were 
formed in the 1930s to oversee 
federal farm programs, a tool 
for grassroots engagement 
whereby locally elected com- 



mittees give farmers effective 
self-government authority. That 
authority continues today, mak- 
ing farmers primary stewards of 
farm programs passed by Con- 
gress, including administration 
and outreach to all farmers and 
ranchers in their area. 

Secretarial appointments 
would add SDA voting mem- 
bers to county jurisdictional 
areas where representation is 
lacking, according to a sta- 
tistical review conducted by 
USDA. The appointments will 
supplement the existing elec- 
tion process where currently 
there are 7,700 elected county 
committee members represent- 
ing 2,244 county jurisdictions. 

"We are proud of the great 
diversity that makes up our 
rural communities," said FSA 
Administrator Bruce Nelson, 
"and appointing voting mem- 
bers to committees that lack 
representation is an important 
step in helping to maintain a ro- 
bust county committee system 
for all producers." 

Authority to appoint voting 
SDA members was granted 
in the 2002 Farm Bill passed 
by Congress. The interim rule 
allows the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to ensure fair represen- 
tation on county committees 
by appointing a voting member 
in areas identified under-rep- 
resenting the diversity of area 
producers. Each year, USDA 
will conduct a fresh statistical 
analysis, and appointments 
with voting authority will con- 
tinue to occur in areas identified 
under-representing the diversity 
of area producers.

Kentucky cabbage 
info and recipe 

Cabbage is versatile, flavor- 
ful, a good value and good 
for you. It is one of the oldest 
vegetables. It is easy to grow, 
tolerates the cold and keeps 
well. The many varieties come 
in different shapes and sizes 
with curly or plain leaves, in a 
range of whites, reds, purples 
and greens. There are at least 
a hundred different types of 
cabbage grown throughout the 
world, but the most common 
types in the United States are the 
green, red and Savoy varieties. 

This is a low calorie veg- 
etable with only 15 calories 
per half cup serving. Cabbage 
contains vitamin C, fiber, folate, 
calcium and iron. Cabbage is 
also an excellent source of vi- 
tamin K, which prevents blood 
clotting disorders and may 
reduce the risk of osteoporosis. 
Cabbage also contains phyto- 
chemicals that may help prevent 
some forms of cancer. 

In Kentucky, green cabbage 
is the most widely grown. It is 
available from June through 
July and again from September 
through November. 

Choose cabbages that are 
firm and heavy for their size 
with crisp leaves and no sign 
of browning. Wrap cabbages 
in plastic and refrigerate for up 
to 2 weeks. Do now wash cab- 
bage until you are ready to use 
it. Avoid slicing or shredding in 
advance, this will cause the cab- 
bage to lose some of its vitamin 
C content. Discard outer leaves 
and core before using. 

Cabbage grown in cool tem- 
peratures and will withstand 
temperatures down to 20 de- 
grees F.To plant in your garden, 
start with transplants or start 
your own in growing structures 
4 to 6 weeks before the planting 
date. A few seeds can be sown in 
the cold frame or garden every 



month up to July 1 5 to have cab- 
bage plants through the season. 
Plants take about 3 weeks from 
seeding to setting during the 
summer months. 

Cabbage can be steamed, 
boiled, braised, microwaved, 
stuffed or stir-fried. It is also 
great served raw in salads. 

Try this delicious warm cab- 
bage side dish that is quick and 
easy to prepare. 
Cabbage Noodle Casserole 

5 strips turkey bacon 

1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

2 teaspoons sugar 
I teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon pepper 

6 cups cabbage, chopped into 
1 inch pieces 

3 cups whole grain egg noo- 
dles, cooked 

I cup reduced-fat sour cream 

I teaspoon paprika 

Directions: In a large skillet, 
cook bacon until crisp. Remove 
and set aside. Add oil , sugar, salt 
and pepper to the skillet with the 
bacon drippings. Add chopped 
cabbage and stir until coated. 
Cover and cook 7-10 minutes. 

Crumble bacon and add to 
cabbage. Stir in noodles. 

Spoon into a greased 2-quart 
casserole dish; cover and bake at 
325° F for 30 minutes. Remove 
from oven. Spread sour cream 
over the top and sprinkle with 
paprika. Bake 5 minutes.

Iy low natural gas prices driven 
down by supply from hydraulic 
fracturing, for a whale of a drop 
in coal's share of U.S. electric 
generation in March. 

Coal's share of net generation 
dropped to 34 percent, the low- 
est since at least January 1973. 
when the U.S. Energy Infor- 
mation Administration started 
keeping monthly statistics. Its 
report this week notes that "de- 
spite seasonally low loads, natu- 



ral gas-fired generation grew 
markedly and accounted for 30 
percent of overall net generation 
by March 20 12. Total electric- 
ity demand fell this winter as 
warmer weather reduced home 
heating requirements." 

Coal generation decreased 
29 billion kilowatt hours from 
March 201 1 to March 2012, 
while natural gas generation 
increased 27 billion kwh during 
the same time period, account- 



ing for 30 percent of generation. 
Gas prices were near 10-year 
lows this winter, leading coal- 
burning utilities in states such 
as Ohio and Pennsylvania to 
increase their use of natural gas- 
fired plants. "Newer gas units 
operate at higher efficiency than 
older, fossil-fired units, which 
increases the competitiveness 
of natural gas relative to coal," 
EIA reported.
